THIS WEEK THAT BROUGHT IN THE NEW YEAR SAW AN INCREASE 
OF DIPLOMATIC ACTIVITY IN AFRICA, LOOKING AHEAD TO THE 
UPCOMING AFRICAN SUMMIT MEETING ON ANGOLA. AN AMERICAN 
ENVOY, ASSISTANT SECRETARY OF STATE WILLIAM SCHAUFELE, FLEW 
TO FIVE AFRICAN NATIONS TO PUSH FOR AN END TO THE FIGHTING 
IN FORMER PORTUGUESE COLONY, WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN TROOPS 
AND A GOVERNMENT OF NATIONAL UNITY FORMED BY THE RIVAL 
FACTIONS, 

SIMILAR APPEALS WERE MADE IN NEW YEAR'S MESSAGES BY TWO 
AFRICAN LEADERS == PRESIDENTS KAUNDA OF ZAMBIA AND AHIDUO 
OF CAMEROON. THEY CALLED FOR AN END TO ALL FOREIGN 
INTERVENTION IN ANGGLA AS WELL AS A POLITICAL SETTLEMENT 
AMONG THE THREE WARRING GROUPS, 

ANOTHER NEW YEAR'S APPEAL ON THE SUBJECT CAME FROM 
SOUTH ASRICA'S PREMIER VORSTER, WHO WARNED THAT AFRICA RISKS 
ENSLAVEMENT IF THE COMMUNISTS ARE ALLOWED TO WIN THE ANGOLAN 
CIVIL WAR. HE URGED GREATER WESTERN INVOLVEMENT TO PREVENT 
SUCH A POSSIBILITY. 

HERE IN WASHINGTON, PRESIOENT FORD TOLD NEWMEN THAT THE 
SOVIET UNION APPEARS TO UNDERSTAND THAT DETENTE COULD BE 
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DESTROYED BY WHAT HE TERMED, A HEAD-TO-HEAD CONFLICT IN 
ANGOLA, AND HE SAID THEREE ARE A LOT OF BEHIND-THE~SCENES 
EFFORTS TO AVOID SUCH CONFLICT. 

HOWEVER, MISTER FORD ADDED THAT THERE ARE NO VISIBLE 
SIGNS THAT THE SOVIET UNION IS EASING SUPPORT FOR THE 
POPULAR MOVEMENT ~- WHICH IS FIGHTING AGAINST A WESTERN- 
BACKED COALITION OF UNITA AND THE NATIONAL FRONT. RECENT 
SOVIET PRESS COMMENTS EMPHASIZED THAT MOSCOW DOES NOT INTEND 
TO PULL OUT OF ANGOLA, 

ON THURSDAY, THE WHITE HOUSE DENIED A REPORT BY AN 
AMERICAN NEWSPAPER THAT HUNDREDS OF FORMER U=S SOLDIERS 
HAVE BEEN SENT TO FIGHT IN ANGOLA. THE REPORT IN THE 
CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR WAS LABELLLED BY A PRESIDENTIAL 
SPOKESMAN AS "WITHOUT FOUNDATION,."' THE NEWSPAPER SAID 
THE TROOPS, ALLEGEDLY RECRUITED BY THE C-I~A, WERE TO 
ASSIST THE PRO-WESTERN FACTIONS,. 

UNITA THIS WEEK CALLED ON THE UNITED STATES SENATE TO 
REVERSE ITS POSITION, EXPRESSED TWiIO WEEKS AGO, AND RESTORE 
AMERICAN MILITARY AID TO THE PRO-WESTERN COALITION, BUT 
UNITA LEADER DOCTOR JONAS SAVIMBI ALSO TOLD REPORTERS:
